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Newly submitted claim 1 1 is directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the 
following reasons: Claim 1 1 is directed to an oil in a package, which is not 
substantially different from a packaged edible oil, which applicant has 
already agreed to withdraw from consideration as being drawn to a non- 
elected group. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally 
presented invention, this invention has been constructively elected by 
original presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claim 1 1 is 
withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. 
See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the 

basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not 
identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this 
title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter 
pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which 
the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 and 12-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
obvious over Koike (6,844,021) for reasons of record. 
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The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant 
application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the 
reference, it constitutes prior art only under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome by: (1) a showing 
under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the 
reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not 
an invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a date of invention for the 
claimed subject matter of the application which corresponds to subject 
matter disclosed but not claimed in the reference, prior to the effective U.S. 
filing date of the reference under 37 CFR 1 .1 31 ; or (3) an oath or 
declaration under 37 CFR 1 .130 stating that the application and reference 
are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in the 
application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a 
terminal disclaimer in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c). This rejection 
might also be overcome by showing that the reference is disqualified under 
35 U.S.C. 103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). See 
MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2). 

Koike discloses an oil or fat composition containing mono- or di- 
glyceride in the range of 5-100%. The fat contains unsaturated fatty acids 
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at a level of 15-90% (see abstract). Phytosterols may be included in the 
amount of 0.05-20% (column 8, lines 1-12). Anti-oxidants are included in a 
range of 0.02-5% (column 5, lines 8-10). Also organic carboxylic acids may 
be added (column 5, lines 46-58). The array of unsaturated fatty acids of 
claim 2 is shown in Table 2 of Koike in columns 9-10. Crystallization 
inhibitor is shown for use at the bottom of column 5. Finally the oil of the 
claims is used in foods in examples 3 & 4. The claims appear to differ from 
Koike in the recitation of ail of these ingredients together in a single 
example. But where the prior art teaches the suggested includes of 
organic acids and crystallization inhibitors in oil compositions of the claims, 
to use all of the additives together would have been an obvious way to 
enhance the utility of the oil in foods. 

Applicant has amended the claims to include a small amount of water 
in the composition. But Koike provides for oil compositions that contain 
water in them in example 4. No unobvious or unexpected result is seen 
from the recitation of a small amount of dissolved water in the oil of the 
claims. 
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The rejection of the claims based on 35 USC 1 02 has been 
withdrawn. Also the rejection of the claims based on Goto has been 
withdrawn.
